STUDIES PREPARED FOR THE USIB 
Soviet Naval Weapons Threat (Anti-Ship Missile) 


The CCPC prepared an all source study of the 
Soviet Anti-Ship Missile Threat taking into account 
current intelligence needs, priorities and capabilities. 
In approving the conclusions and recommendations the 
USIB assigned responsibility for monitoring 
actions being taken to improve overall intelligence 
on Soviet anti-ship missiles to the Guided Missile 
and Astronautics Intelligence Committee. 


National Foreign Intelligence on Narcotics and 
Dangerous Drugs 


The Committee has underway a study to 
determine the actions which can be taken within 
the intelligence community to furnish required 
intelligence support for law enforcement action 
planning with emphasis on the international 
aspects of the problem. Particular attention 
will be placed on the methods which can be 
developed to provide better information on 
those trafficking systems which manufacture and 
transport hard narcotics into the United States. 


STUDIES PREPARED FOR THE DCI 
South Asia Intelligence Contingency Planning 


The Committee prepared a study to provide 
the DCI with an awareness of the capability of

the intelligence community to respond to user 
requirements for information concerning the 
confrontation in the event hostilities broke out 
between India and Pakistan. It also contained 
recommendations for actions that could be taken 

to improve the collection capability should it 

be necessary to do so. The DCI approved the 
recommendations and implementing instructions were 
issued to the appropriate agencies and departments. 


The DCI has also requested the CCPC to update 
this study thereby advising him of the collection 
actions taken which are related to the recommendations 
in the study and to report on the adequacy of the 
collection effort and appraise the information 
needs and collection capability in light of the 
new situation that has emerged in South Asia. The 
Committee will publish this update in the near future. 


Indian Ocean Area Intelligence Collection 


This study, prepared in two parts, is closely 
related to the updating of the South Asia 
Intelligence Contingency Planning Study because 
they both deal with the Soviet presence in 
the area. However,this study focuses on the 
US capability to collect against the Soviet navy 
activity in the Indian Ocean area including 
the Bay of Bengal, Andaman Sea, Arabian Sea, 
Persian Gulf, Gulf of Aden and the Red Sea. 

It recommends actions that can be taken, at 
relatively little cost, to improve the 
intelligence coverage of the Indian Ocean area 
in keeping with the low priority accorded the 
area. (You may wish to list this under the 

USIB section if the Director approves your memo.)

The President today issued an Executive Order establishing the President's 
Foreign Intelligence Advisory Board. Today's Order reorganizes 

and reconstitutes the President's Foreign Intelligence Advisory Board 
originally established by President Eisenhower in 1956 as the President's 
Board of Consultants on Foreign Intelligence Activities and continued 

by Presidents Kennedy and Johnson as the President's Foreign 
Intelligence Advisory Board. | 

Under the terms of the Order the Board is charged with the responsibility 
of keeping the President advised with respect to the total foreign intelligence 
effort and of reporting periodically to the President its findings, appraisals 
and recommendations for achieving increased effectiveness of the United 
States foreign intelligence effort. The Board will make its reports after 
conducting an objective review and assessment of foreign intelligence 

and related activities of the Central Intelligence Agency and other United 
States Government departments and agencies. 


The members of the Board have been chosen by the President from 
qualified persons outside the Government. The members of the Board 

in whose qualifications and integrity the President has the fullest confidence 
are as follows:

EXECUTIVE ORDER 


ESTABLISHING THE PRESIDENT'S FOREIGN 
_ INTELLIGENCE ADVISORY BOARD 


By virtue of the authority vested in me as President of the United 
erates it is ordered as follows: 


SECTION i: There is hereby established the President's Poreign 
Intelligence Advisory Board, hereinafter referred to as "the Board", 
The Board shall: 


(1) advise the President concerning the objectives, conduct, manage- 
ment. and coordination of the various activities making up the overall 
national intelligence effort; 


(2) conduct a continuing review and assessment of foreign intelligence 
and related activities in which the Central Intelligence Agency and other 
Government departments and agencies are engaged; 


(3) receive, consider and take appropriate action with respect to 
matters identified to the Board, by the Central Intelligence Agency and 
other Government departments and agencies of the intelligence community, 
in which the support of the Board will further the effectiveness of Hs 
national intelligence effort; and 


(4) report to the President concerning the Board's findings and 
appraisals, and make appropriate recommendations for actions to achieve 
increased effectiveness of the Government's foreign intelligence effort in 
meeting national intelligence needs, 


SEC. 2. In order to facilitate performance of the Board's functions, 
the Director of Central Intelligence and the heads of all other departments 
and agencies shall make available to the Board all information with respect 
to foreign intelligence and related matters which the Board may require 
for the purpose of carrying out its responsibilities to the President in 
accordance with the terms%of this Order. Such information made available 
to the Board shall be given all necessary security protection in accordance | 
with the terms and provisions of applicable laws and regulations. 


SEC. 3. Members of the Board shall be appointed by the President 
from among persons outside the Government, qualified on the basis of 
knowledge and experience in matters relating to the national defense and 
security, or possessing other knowledge and abilities which may be 
expected to contribute to the effective performance of the Board's duties, 
The members of the Board shall receive such compensation and allowances, 
consonant with law, as may be prescribed hereafter. ? 


SEC. 4. The Board shall have a staff headed by an Executive B 
Secretary, who shall be appointed by the President and shall receive 
such compensation and allowances, consonant with law, as may be 
prescribed by the Board. The Executive Secretary shall be authorized, 
subject to the approval of the Board and consonant with law, to appoint 
and ff the compensation of such personnel as may be necessary for 
performance of the Board's duties. 
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SEC. 5. Compensation and allowances of the Board, the 
Executive Secretary, "and rnembers of the staff, together with other 
expenses arising in connection with the work of the Board, shall be 
paid from the appropriation appearing under the heading "Special 
Projects" in the Executive Office Appropriation Act, 1969, Public 
Law 90-350, 82 Stat. 195, and, to the extent permitted by law, from 
any corresponding appropriation which may be made for subsequent 
years. Such payments shall be made without regard to the provisions 
of section 3681 of the Revised Statutes and section 9 of the Act of. 
March 4, 1909, 35 Stat, 1027 (31 U.S.C, 672 and 673). .
